But the plain facts are that the 


congress is bowing its neck against 
further spending of U. S. dollars 
on vast schemes for foreign relief. 
The UN plan originally called for 
5 billions.

total world bill. 
In rejecting the world-wide pro- 
gram Andrews pointed out
